The 
prisoners were tried by a military 
cuurtmartial duiing the night, found 
guilty, and sentenced to death.

D. Wrightson, Sanitary fen- 
gineer, U. S. Public Health Servios 
has returned to his office in Decatur 
after a three jjays inspection in Ath­ 
ens and Limestone county of general 
health conditions, with particplar ref­ 
erence to the prevalence Vf malaria. 
While here Col. Wrightson visited 
the Piny Chapel school, and looked in­ 
to some complaints as to sanitation. 
Col. Wrightson first saw Col. M. K. 
Clements, County Superintendent of 
Education, to whom h*. had a letter 
of complaint from the school. 
Owing to the illness of Col. Cle­ 
ments, Col., Wrightson was was ac­ 
companied to the school by co. engin­ 
eer T. B. Chamberí* On Tuesday a visit 
was paid to the city water works, 
now in charge of Superintendent A. 
H. Sparks. 
A thorough examination was made 
of the water supply system, and cit­ 
izens generally were interviewed* by 
Col. Wrightson, and the impression 
was gathered that there was quite a 
hit of* malaria in and about Athens. 
Col. Wrightson spent one whole af­ 
ternoon with J. H. Romine, Superin­ 
tendent of Streets, and a tour of in­ 
spection was made of the entire city.
